of reading the Exgliſb Liturgy in an Aſſem 
voutly met together to 
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unto God, is a Sight that your Lordſhips have been hitherto 
unacquainted with. Had this Sentence been the Reſult of a 
Popiſh. Inquiſition, under a Popiſh Government, it would have 
been no more than what we ſhould have had reaſon to expect 
from Perſons whoſe avowedgPrinciple it 1s, not to tolerate any 
who diſſent from the Communion of the Church of Rome. But 
the Severity Mr. Greenſhie/ds complains of, is the Act of Prote- 
tanta, living under the benign Influence of her Majeſty's Go- 
verament ; who, notwithſtanding that by far the greateſt Part 
of the Inhabitants of this United Kingdom are true Members 
of the Church of England, and that the Presbyterians are tolera- 
ted in England and Ireland, with the greateſt Clemency and 
Indulgence, yet wherever they have any Power or Influence, 
raiſe a Perſecution againſt all thoſe who are Sons and Diſciples 
of the Church of England. In England, where the Liberty which 
Diſſeaters enjoy depends wholly on the Good Will and Pleaſure 
of thoſe who are Members of the Church, the Cry of the 
Presbyterians is for Moderation, Toleration, Indulgence to Fellow - 
Chriſtians, Eaſe to tender Conſciences, But here in Scotland, 
where the Presbyterians have got the Power into their own 
Hands, they openly declare all Indulgence ta Perſons that 
differ from them, to be utterly Unlawful and Sinful; it is, as 
they. term it, Eſtabliſhing Iniquity by a Law. 


How far our Presbyterians of Scotland are directed and influ- 
enced in this Matter by their Brethren in England, I ſhall not 
pretend to determine; but that there has all along paſs'd a 
cloſe and intimate Correſpondence between them, and that they 
have been always zealous in ſupporting one another's Intereſt, 
think will not be called in queſtion by any who are the leaſt 
acquainted with the Hiſtory of theſe Kingdoms. And I ſhall 
leave it to your Lordſhip to judge, what Addition of Strength 
the Diflenters in England may hape to acquire to their Intereſt 
and Party, if their Brethren of Scotland can do them that Service, 
 tocruſh and extirpate all thoſe in the Northern Parts, who ſtill 

_ adhere to the Epiſcopal Communion, and are Favourers of the 
Conſtitution of the Charch of England. I muſt needs ſay, 
My Lo Rp, that this obſtinate Perſeverance of the Preubyteri- 
«ns of this Ifland in their Oppoſition and Averſion to the 
Church of England, notwithſtanding the Clemency and Indul- 
gence ſhe uſes towards them, notwithſtanding her PRI to 
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embrace them int her Communioiv with out- ſtretched Arms, 
argues a moſt implacable Temper in them, and is à ſtrong and 
convincing Argument, that their Separation from her Worſhip 
is grounded more on Humour and Prejudice, than on any real 
Scruple of Conſcience. What4elſe can we infer, Mx Lo xv, 
from their Conduct in continuing to ſeduce People from the 
Communion of the Church in England, and to perſecute her 
Sons and Diſciples in Scotland; while the Reformed Churches 
abroad, whoſe Model they pretend to copy after, are declaring 
their Reſolutions to unite more ſtrictly with the Church of En- 

land, while they are getting her Liturgy tranſlated into their 
— Languages, while the Duteh ſuffer it to be read in the 
Engliſh Congregations in ſome of their moſt trading Towns ; 
while the Clergy of Geneva fignifle their Inclination to have it, 
or the like Form of Prayer, eſtabliſhed in their Churches; 
while they declare their Approbation of the Manner of Wor- 
ſhip in the Church of England, of the Government of the En- 


gliſh Church, and condemn all that ſeparate from its Communion 


as Schiſmaticks. And yet notwithſtanding of this good Exam- 
ple ſhewn them by the Reformed in Foreign Parts, our Presby- 
terians,not only go on pertingcioully in their Separation.z but 
wherever they have Power, do perſecute thoſe who pretend to 
worſhip God according to the Form preſcribed by the Church 
of England. 1 Taki tn. ' 4 63-34] : f 


My Loxp, 1 muſt beg your Lordſhip to take notice, that 
the Caſe you have now before you, is not the Caſe of Mr. 
Greenſhields alone, but is the concern of all the Clergy and Laity 
of the Epiſcopal Communion in Scotland; And therefore de- 
ferves your Lordſhip's more particular Care and Attention. For 
by a prudent. Regulation and Settlement of this Matter, your 
Houſe may in a great Meaſure remove the grounds of Billon- 


tent in this part of the United Kingdom, may eaſe the Minds 
of the People, and confirm them more and more in their Duty 


and Affection to her Majeſty's Government. 


My Loxp, ever ſince the late Revolution, the: Epiſcopal 
Party of Scotland have been repreſented at Court as Enemies to 
the Revolution, and diſaffected to the preſent Eſtabliſhment. 
And for the fir Years of his late Majeſty's Reign, I cannot ſay 
that this Aſſertion was altogether groundleſs; but L can at the 
E81. | | ſame. 
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ſame time poſitivelyarerr, that the general Diſcontent which ap- 

peared in Scotland under the late Government, was chiefly owing 
to the Cruelties and Barbarities committed by the Presbyterians 
on the Epiſcopal Clergy, and to the evil Counſels which their 
Emiſſaries gave to his late Majeſty King William, in relation 
td the Affairs of Scerland. For however great and good the 
eſſects hate been which the Revolution produced in England; 
yet it canhot be denied, My Lon, and 1 am ſorry 1 ſhould 
have occaſion ta ſay it, that its Con ſequenees with us in Scotland, 
did, by the influence of evil Counſellours, prove fatal to our 
Conſtitution both in Church and State. In England, the Re- 
volution deliver d the Church out of the e Popery, con- 
firmed her-Biſhops and Clergy in the peaceable poſſeſſion of their 
Benefices, and ſecured to all its Members the free Exerciſe of 
their Worſhip; the Conſtitution of the Engliſh Government, 
the Liberty and Property of the Subject, were thereby happily 
preſerved againſt the Eacroachments and Innovations of an Ar- 
bitrary ſelf-deſigning Miniſtry. n | | 


But behold with us in Scotland, the Deliverance which we re- 
ceived; was: only out of the hands of one Enemy into the mer- 
cileſs Power of another. Our Church was pulled up by the 
very Roots; aid the Frame and Conftitution of our Govern- 
ment intirely alter d. The ancient 1 Order of Biſho 
was aboliſh'd ; and one of the three Eſtatesof Parliament totally 
caſhier'd. ' Thekpiſcopal Miniſters were in a very ſummary 
way turned out of their Churches; ſome of them, for not pray- 
ing for their late Majeſties by the Name of King and Queen 
of, Scotland, before any Law was enacted to declare them ſuch, 
and even before their Majeſties had accepted of the Tender of 
the Crown. | When they deſired of the Convention of Eſtates, 
that the ſame ladulgence of Time might beallowed them to 
conſider» of a' matter of this Importance; as had been granted 
to the Clergy of England, it was perempterily refuſed ; and 
nothing but a preſeat haſty compliance could fave them from 
Deprivation. Nay even that could not have protected them 
long; as appeared afterwards by the Proceedings of the Privy 
Council againſt all the Epiſcopal Miniſters who were cited to 
appear before them; whom they turned out promiſcuouſly, 
without making any diſtinction between thoſe who ſcrupled, 
and thoſe» who offered to comply with the Civil a

And becauſe this Judicial way of proceeding agaitift/the Cletpy 
did not appear to be expeditious enough to make way tor the 


Presbyterian Teachers to get Poſſeſſion of the Churches, the 
Rabble was let looſe upon them in ſuch parts of the Kingdom, 
where the Diſſenters had moſt ſucceſsfully improved the Indul- 
gence granted them by the late King James, in training up 
their Diſciples in the Principles of Rebellion and Sedition. The 
Rabble being thus egg'd on and countenanced by the Men then 
in Power, executed the moſt outragious cruelties and barbari- 


Ties upon all the Clergy in the Weſtern Parts, turning them 


outof their Houſes with their Wives and Children, deſpoiling 
them of their Goods, beating and abuſing their Perſons, an 


| potting even ſome to Death. When the poor Clergy-men who 


d been thus barbarouſly uſed, made application to the Govern- 
ment for Protection, teſtifying their readineſs to pay their 
Submiſſioa to the eivil Powers; they were told, that that was 
notenough, they were Men of a Scandalous Life, and therefore 
not fit to be reſtored to the Poſſeſſion of their Churches; which 
were to be given to Men holier than thy. 


Could it be expected, My Lox, that Men under theſe cir- 
cumſtances would be eaſily reconciled to a Governmelt, which 
inſtead of granting them a Legal Protection for their Perſons 
and Eſtates, did abandon them in this manner to the fury of 
their Enemies? I appeal to Your n ik the Miniſters 
who at that time had the Adminiſtration of Aﬀairs in. Scorland, 
did not do the greateſt Diſſer vice imaginable to his late Majeſt 

King Wiliam, and to the Revolution, by ſuffering the Feet. 
byterians to make uſe of it as a handle, to perſecute 
and oppreſs their Fellow - Subjects? Mx Lo xv, I will not 
go the Length of ſome Gentlemen, to lay it down for a Princi- 
ple, that Protection and Obedience are reciprocal between 
Prince and People; but I may venture to ſay, that in Point of 
Fact it always is ſo, and that even the beſt of Subjects are but 
cool and remiſs in their Duty and Affection towards their 
Prince, when they are not protected in their Civil and Religi- 


| ous Rights. So that your Lordſhip. may ſee, that whatever 


Troubles and Confuſions have been in Scotland ſince the Revolu- 
tion, whatever jealouſies and Fears have ariſen from the Diſ- 
contents of the People of this Kingdom; they are all char-

fectual Stop to this Abuſe, and to make all the People Eaſie 
for the Future, And that the general Piſaffection which ap- 
peared to be among the Epiſcopal Party of Scotland, during 
the laſt Reign; did not proceed ſo much from any Aver- 
ſion to the Revolution, as from the cruel Treatment which 


they Received from the Presb Feriang, is very Plain, from the. 


Readineſs they ewed to Submit to the Government of Her 
preſcnt Majeſty. upon her Acceſſion to the Throne. They 
knew that Her Majeſty's tender Care for the Church of England,

Having thus laid before Tour Lordſhip the State and Con- 
dition of the Epiſcopal Church of Scotland in general, -which. 
was, abſolute y Neceſſa in the preſent Debate, ſcein the 
Fate of Face oh th Deciſion, which the Houſe of Peers 
fhall think fit to give in the Cauſe now depending before them; 
I ſhall proceed to conſider Mr. Greenſbield's Caſe in particular.

Mr. Grtenſtield's was in the Year" 1694. ordained a Presbyter 
of the Church of” Scotland, by the late Biſhop of Roſs, according 
to the Form and Rite of Ordination preſcribed in the Lit 

of the Church of Exgland; which was always made Uſe of by 
the Biſhops of Scotland, in their Ordinations of Prieſts and 
Deacons, and Conſecrations of Biſkops. He ſoon after went 


to Ireland, where he was provided to a Cure in the Dioceſs of 


Armagh, which he ſeryed for ſeveral Years, to the great 
Edification of the Flock committed to his Charge, and with 
the Approbation of his Dioceſan the Lord Primate of all Ve- 


lad, and of all his Neighbouring Clergy and Gentry, he ha- 


ving 
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ving always lived among them in a Manner ſuitable to his 
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Character, and given conſtant Proofs of his Loyalty to Her 
Majeſty, and his Conformity to the Eſtabliſh'd Governmenr, 
both in Church and State. His Affairs calling him to Scotland 
in the Year 1709. and he receiving here the News, that the 
Rector for whom he ſerved the Cure in Ireland was Dead, re- 
ſolved to comply with a 1 7 made to him by ſeveral In- 
habitants of the City of Edinburgh, (ſome of them Natives of 
England, who ſince the Unien are Settled here on Account 
of their Imployments in Her Majeſty's Service,) that he would 
Read to them, on Sundays and Feſtivals, the Prayers of the 
Church of England. ; 


He had not long Exerciſed his Miniſterial Function in this 
Manner, when he was called upon by the Presbytery of 
Edinburgh, to give an Account of himſelf, and of his Preſu- 
ming at his own Hand, without the Authority of any Judica- 
tory, to Exerciſe the Office of the Holy Miniftry. la Obe- 
dience to their Summons he appeared before them, and ſhewed 
them his Act of Ordination, which Impowers him to Preach 
the Goſpel, and to Adminiſter the Sacraments. He produced 
likewiſe ample Certificates from Ireland, of his unblameable 
Life and Converſation, and of his good Affection to the Queen 
and her Government. Notwithſtanding of all theſe Qualifi. 
cations, they Prohibited him to Exerciſe any Part of his Mi- 
niſterial Function within their Bounds, and invoked the AC. 
ſiſtance of the Magiſtrates of Edinburgh to render their Sen. 


tence EffeQual.

Mr. Greenſbields knowing that the Presbytery of Edinburgh | 


had no Authority over him, he being none of their Commu» 
nion, continued to Exerciſe his Miniſtry, notwithſtanding: of 
their Prokibition to the contrary, Upon this the Magiſtrates 
of Edinburgh interpoſed their Authority, and required him to 
deſiſt from Praying and Preaching upon uu of Impriſonment. 
Mr. Greenſhields remonſtrated to them, 


conſequently not liable to any Puniſhment. However, the

Mr. Greenſhields Petitioned the Lords of Council and Seſſion, 
for Relief againſt this ſevere and illegal Sentence pronounced 
againſt him by the Magiſtrates of Edinburgh. They rejected 
his Petition, and confirmed the Sentence of Impriſonment, not 
for the Reaſons upon which the * and Presbytery 
of Edinburgh went, but upon a new Ground, viz. that he was 
— a Migiſter, having been ordained by au Exauctorate Bi-

The Lords of Council and Seſſion having refuſed Mr. Green- 
ſvields the Protection of the Laws againſt an illegal and unwar- 
rantable Sentence, and they having had recourſe to an unpre- 
cedented Method to eſtabliſh the ſaid Sentence; he has been 
obliged to Appeal to the Juſtice of the moſt Honourable 
Houſe of Peers, of which Your Lordſhip is a Member, that 
he may be Protected in the Liberty of his Perſon, as a Free- 
born Subject; and in the Exerciſe of his Miniſtry, as having a 
due and lawful Vocation to that Sacred Function. 


la Order to prove tv Your Lordſhip, that all the Steps of 
this Proceeding againſt Mr. Greenſhie/ds are Unjuſt and Illegal, 
I ſhall ſhew ia the firſt Place, that the Reaſons, on which the 
Original Sentence of the Presbytery of Edinburgh is Founded, 
are altogether Groundleſs: in the next Place, that the Pro- 
ceedings of the Magiſtrates of Edinburgh, in purſuance of the 
ſaid Sentence, are an unwarrantable Encroachment on the Li- 
berty and Freedom of the Subject: And thirdly, that the Lords 
of Council and Seſſion, by refuſing their Aid and Protection 
to a Perſon Impriſoned contrary to Law, and by having Re- 
courſe to an unuſual, and irregular Practice in confirming the

As to 
the Authority which they ſet up, it is Plain by ſeveral Act; 
of Parliament now in Force in Scotland, that the Presbyterian 
Miniſters hare no Manner of Authority or Juriſdiftion over 
thoſe of the Epiſcopal Communion. When Epiſcopal Govern- 
ment was Aboliſhed at the Revolution, and the Power put in- 
to the Hands of the Presbyrerians, they Exerciſed it in ſuch a de- 
ſpotical and arbitrary Manner, giving no Quarter to any Cler- 
gy-Man that would not renounce. Epiſcopacy, that at laſt the 
Government, perceiving the general Diſcontent that was raiſed 
in the Kingdom by the Fury of the Presbyterian Party, found 
it Neceſſary to Tye up their Hands, and to take under its 
Protection ſuch of the Epiſcopal Clergy as the Malice of the 
Presbyterians had not as yet been able to reach; confirming 
them in the Poſſeſſion of their Churches, without obliging 
them to ſubmit to the Presbyterian Church Government, and 
requiring no other Compliance of them, but to take the Oaths 
to the Civil Magiſtrate. The 27th Act of the Parliament held in 
Year 1695. is expreſs to this Effect. It is thereby Enacted and

ance all the Miniſters of the Epiſcopal Communion are expreſ- 
fly exempted by the Act of Parliament which I have juſt now 
quoted. This Act of Exemption, in favour of the Epiſcopal 
Clergy, is ratified by ſeveral ſubſequent Acts of Parliament, viz. 
by the ſecond Act of Parliament 1700, by the the third Act 
of the Parliament 1702, and by the ſecond Act of the Parliament 


1703. 


tt is plain therefore from the Words of the Act of Parliament 
which I have cited, that the Miniſters of the Epiſcopal Com- 
munion are thereby declared, to be altogether independent 
on the Authority of the Presbyterian Aſſemblies, -or Presby- 
teries; they are allowed to Exerciſe their Miniſtry without 
acknowledging their juriſdiction, and are not tied up to the 
{ame Uniformity of Worſhip with them. They are not o- 
5 to concur with the Presbyterians in abſtaining from the 
Uſe of the Lord's Prayer, from the Uſe of the Doxology, 
becauſe they are ſet Forms; they are not confined to make 
their ſolemn Addreſſes to God in raw 1ndigeſted Expreſſions, 
nor in a rude indecent Poſture of Body, altogether unbe- 
coming Penitents and Suppliants to the Throne of Heavea ; 
but they are left at Liberty to offer up their Prayers to God 
Almighty ia Petitions framed and adapted to the Neceſlities 
of all Men in general, by the moſt learned and pious Fa- 
thers of the Church, and in the moſt humble Proſtration of 
Body, ſuch as becometh ſinful Duſt and Aſhes, when they 
preſent themſelves before the great Creator of Heaven and 


Earth. 


But leſt it ſhould be ſaid, that this Indulgence or Exemption, 
which J have juſt now mentioned, extends only to the Epiſcopal 
Miniſters that are in Poſſeſſion of Churches, J ſhall ſhow that 
this Indulgence is granted to all the Miniſters of the Epiſcopal 
Communion in general, whether they exerciſe their Miniſtry in 
Churches or Meeting-Houſes. To make this appear I need only 
put down the words of the 16th. Act of the Parliament of Scor- 
land held in the Year 1689. It is thereby Enacted, That no In- 
jury be offered by any Perſons whatſoever, to any Miniſter of the 
Goſpel, either of Church or Meeting-Houſe, in the Poſſeſſion and Ex- 
erciſe of their Miniftry therein, they behaving themſelves as becomes 


under the preſent Government. Here is a General Protection and 
Toleration

Toloration, granted to all Miniſters of the Goſpel, whether 
in Church or Meeting-Houſe, Epiſcopal as well as Presbyterian, 
and no other Qualification required; but to Live in a peaceable 
Subjection to the preſent Government. | 


Is not this, My Lo xD, as ample and as Extenſive an Indulgence 
aswordscan expreſs. Iappeal to Your Lordſhip, if the Indulgence 
which the Diſſenters enjoy in England, and which they ſet up as a 
legal Eſtabliſhment, nothing inferior to the National Religi- 
on, has Words of greater Force and Energy to Support it. 
Thus, My Lov, I think 1 have ſufficiently made out by. 
the Acts of Parliament which I have Quoted, that the Pres- 

erian Miniſters of Scotland have no manner of Authority or 

uriſdiction over thoſe of the Epiſcopal Communion, Who 
are impower'd by Law to Exerciſe their Miniſtry without 
the Allowance and Approbratiog of the Preabyteri ans, and 
are not tied up to an Uniformity' of Worfhip with them. 
So that the Reaſons, on which the Sentence of the Presbytery 
of Edinburgh againſt Mr. Greenſbields is Founded, fall to the 
Ground, and the Sentence is Null and Void. | 


In the next place, My Loxp, I ſhall enquire alittle into the 
Proceedings of the Magiſtrates of Edinburgh, and ſee how they 
can juſtify their giving their Hand and Aſſiſtance to inforce 
this illegal Sentence of the Presbytery. The Sentence pronoun- 
ced by the Miniſters was of it Telf but a Brutum Fulmen, and 
might have paſt unregarded, they having no Legal Warrant for 
what they did, nor Power to put their Order in Execution. 
Mr. Greenſhields being a Miniſter of the Zo al Cummunion, 
and altogether independent on their juriſdictlon, was under 
the Protection of the Law to go on in the Exerciſe of his Mini- 


ſtry, notwithſtanding of the Presbyterian Miniſters Prohibition 


to the contrary, which he was obliged to regard no more than 
a Prohibition from the Court of Rowe. But when the Ma- 
giſtrates of Edinburgh imploy the Temporal Sword, to make the 
Thunder of the 8 effectual; when they lay violent Hands 
on a Man for not complying with what the Miniſters have en- 
joined him; when they make uſe of the Queen's Name and Au- 
thority to caſt a Clergy- man into Jail, for no other Crime, but 
that of Reading the Liturgy of the Church of England; here, 
My Lorp, Mr. Greenſpiel dt is attacked in a Senlible manner, 


in 
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in what is Deareſt and moſt Precious to every Man, and what 
our Laws have been always tender of preſerving. This, Mr 
Lo np, is the Ground and Cauſe of the Complaint againſt the 
Magiſtrates of Edinburgh; the Liberty of the Subject invaded by 
them, the Laws violated, and her Majeſtys Name and Au- 
thority abuſed. | 


I would gladly ask thoſe Gentlemen, if they think themſelves 
bound in Conſcience, I'm ſure in Law they are not, to pay a 
blind implicite Obedience to whatever their Ghoſtly Fathers 
require of them? Do they believe their Teachers to be infal- 
lible in Cathedra, ſo that they need not; or are they under ſuch 
Subjection to them, as that they dare not, examine whether their 
Decrees be conformable, or contrary to Law ? It the caſe be 
ſo, 'm ſure the Governmeat of the City of Edinburgh is in 
no ſafe Hands. For if it ſhould but pleaſe the Presbyrerian Mi- 
niſters to iſſue forth an Order to morrow, that all Perſons 
ſhould take the Solema League and Covenant, and the Magi- 
ſtrates think themſelves obliged to make this their Order effectual, 
I'm afraid Your Lordſhip would ſoon hear ofa great many Honeſt 
Loyal Gentlemen clapt up in our Tolbooth. If the Magiſtrates 
take upon them to-do an unwarrantable thing, to execute ah ille- 
gal Sentence, it is at their own Peril; and it will be no Juſti- 
fication for them to ſay, that they were ordered by their Teachers 
fo to do. I know, Myr Loxv, that it will bealledged in their 
Excuſe, that by the 224. Act of the Parliament of Scotland held 
in the Year 1695. All Magiſtrates are required to be Aiding 
and Aſſiſting to the Miniſters in the Exerciſe of their Eccle- 
ſiaſtical Juriſdiction. This AR provides againſt Intruſion into 
Churches; and declares, that whoever ſhall intrude themſelves 
into Churches, without an orderly Call from the Pariſhoners, 
and a legal Admiſſion by the Presbirery, ſhall be removed from 
the ſaid Church, and be incapable of enjoying any other Church 
for the ſpace of Seaven Years; and all Magiſtrates are thereby 
required, upon complaint from the Presbytery; to be Aiding and 
Aſſiſting in the Removal of ſuch Intraders. Your Lordſhip 
ſees, what ſhifts they are put to, to juſtify their unwarrantable 
Proceedings, when they have recourſe to an AQ of Parliament 
which has no manner of relation to the preſent Caſe of Mr. 
Greenſhields. Can they have the Face to pretend, that Mr. Green- 
ſhields had intruded himſelf into any of their Churches, when

But this, or any other A& whatſoever, which requires Ma- 
iſtrates to aſliſt the Miniſters in the Exerciſe of their juriſdiction, 
es it impower them to aſſiſt the Miniſters in matters in which 
they have no juriſdiction? Does it require them to give a help- 
ug Hand to the Miniſters in every thing which they ſhall deſire 
of them? If this were the meaning or intent of any Act of 
Parliament, it would be to lodge the whole Coercive Power in 
the hands of the Presbyterias Miniſters, For at this rate, they 
need only call before them any Gentleman whatſoever, whom 
they have a mind-to vex, and charge bim with ſome Crime, 
and then deliver him over into the hands of the Secular Power. 


The Magiſtrates, for their part, they muſt blindly obey what 


the Miniſters dictate to them, becauſe the Law requires them 
to be Aſſiſting to them in the Exerciſe of their JuriſdiQion - 
they muſt not enquire, whether the Miniſters be aQing beyond 
their Sphere; they muſt not liſten to the Complaidt of a Sub- 
ject, Who is proſecuted by them contrary to Law ! No ſurely, 
this was never the intent of any Act of Parliament whatſoever. 
The Magiſtrates may aſſiſt the Miniſters ia the lawful Exerciſe 


of their Juriſdiction, when the Law requires them ſo to do; but if 


they give them any Aid and Aſſiſtance in extending their Juriſ- 
diction contrary to Law, in vexing and oppreſſing the Subject, 
it is at their own peril that they do it; and they, as well as the 
Miniſters, are liable to be puniſhed for ſuch illegal Proceedings.

And ſhould either the Magiſtrate, or the Biſhop's Official, offer 
to vex or moleſt, and much more ſhould they IG; any 
Diſſenting Preacher, in open Defiance to the Law, I believe they 
would not eaſily eſcape a very ſevere Puniſhment. This is the very 
Caſe of Mr. Greenſhields. The Presbyterycall him before them for

I do not queſtion, My Loxp, when this Cauſe comes to be 
heard at thg Bar of Your Lordſhips Houſe, but it will be clearly 
made out, that the Proceedings of the Magiſtrates of Edinburgh 
in this matter have been altogether Illegal and Unwarrantable ; 
and that it will be found reaſonable for the Houſe of Peers to in- 
terpoſe ſuch an Order, as may deter them, and other Magiſtrates, 
from Violating the Laws in ſuch a Publick and Notorious 
manner for the future. This, My Loxp, ſeemes to be the more 
neceſlary, becauſe the Magiſtrates of other Towns had begun 
Proſecutions, of the ſaine Nature againſt the Epiſcopal Mini- 
ſters who have Meeting Houſes within their Diſtricts, and have 
only ſtopt the fury of their Proceedings, till they fee the event 
of Mr. Greenſhields Appeal; which if the Houſe of Lords ſhould 
be of Opinion to diſmiſs, there would be no quarter given to 
any Miniſter of the Epiſcopal Communion, and eſpecially to ſuch 
who Read the Common Prayer to their Congregations. What 
incenſes the Presbyterians the more on this occaſion is, that they 
begin to perceive a much greater diſpoſition among the Inhabi- 
tants of Scotland, to Receive the Common Prayer than ever they 
ſhewed before. In ſeveral parts of the Country, where the Eng- 
liſh Liturgy is Read in a Meeting-Houſe, the Common People 
begin to he ſo in Love with that decent and reaſonable Way of 
Worſhip, that they cannot bear any longer with the Nauſeous 
Incoherent Stuff which they ſometimes meet with in Extem 
orary Compoſures. And hence it is, Mx Lo RD, that proce 
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all this Zeal and Fury agaiaſt the Epiſcopal Miniſters who read 
I hall now ceed, Mx. Lo AD, to acquaint your Lordſhip 
with the Reaſons on which the Lords of Council aud. Seffion

ſhields ng himſelf highly injured by the Magiſtrates, applie 
himſelf in the regular Courſe of Juſtice to the ru 1 Conactt 
and Seſſion, praying them to reverſe his Sentence of Impriſon- 
ment, as being contrary to Law. When the Lords of Council 
and Seſſion came to inquire into the Reaſons on which the Sen- 
tences of the Presbytery and Magiſtrates of Edinburgh were 
grounded, they found that they were no ſufficient legal War- 
rant for committing Mr. Greenſhuelds to Priſon, They knew, 
that the Laws did protect all Miniſters of the Epiſcopal Com- 
munion in the Exerciſe of their Miniſtry, without any Depen- 
dance on the Presbyterian juriſdictions. And therefore to ſup- 
pou the Sentence, which they found to be ill grounded, they 
d recourſe to another Expedient, which had-not been thought 
of before: And that was, to deny the Validity of Mr. Green- 
fhields Orders, as having been ordained by an Exauctorate Bi- 
ſhop; that is, a Biſhop diveſted of the Power aud Authority to

My Lox, I have all the Reſpect and Deference that is poſ- 
ſible, for the Lords of Council and Seſſion, knowing that that 
Bench is uſually filled with Perſons of great Integrity, as well 
as of great Abilities.

Your Lordſhip may eaſily judge whether the 
Lords of Council and Seſſion have obſerved this their conſtant 
practice in the preſent Caſe of Mr. Greenſhields. The Presbytery 
of” Edinburgh prohibit Mr. Greenſhields the Exerciſe of his Mini- 
ſtr} becauſe he does not own their Authority; becauſe he prea- 
ches without their Allowance ; becauſe he introduces a new 
Form of Worſhip : They do not ſuſpend him, beeauſe he is no 
iniſter, becauſe he is not lawfully ordained 5 they ſaw his AG 
f Orders, and knew better things than to call his Ordination 
in queſtion. The Magiſtrates of Edinburgh proceed on the ſame 
Reafons as the Presbytery had done: They commit Mr. Gree#« 
{bields to Priſon, not for being no Miniſter, nor for having ta- 
ken his Orders from a Deprived Biſhop 3 but the Ground on 
which they impriſon him, is for preaching without Leave from 
the Presbytery,' for reading the Enghſh Liturgy to his Congre-

But when this Sentence of Impriſonment came to be canvaſ- 
fed before the Lords of Council and Seſſion, they faw at firſt 
Sight, that the Reaſons on which the Miniſters and Magiſtrates 
of” Edinburgh had gone, were ſtark naught. They knew well 
enough, that the Laws allowed the Miniſters of the Epiſcopal 
Communion to preach without asking leave from the Pres 
xians;, they were ſenſible, that the reading of the Engliſh Ser- 
vice was no Crime, no Breach of any Law; and therefore, ac- 
cording to the regular Courſe of their Practice, they ought to 
dave declared the Sentence that was grounded on theſe Rea» 
ſons to be illegal and unjuſt, and ought to have order'd the Pri- 
foner to be ſet at Liberty. But inſtead of this, they bethoughe 
themſelves of an Expedient to ſupport the Sentence of Im- 
priſonment, by furniſhing the Miniſters and Magiſtrates of E. 
dinburgh with a new Reaſon for their Proceedings, which they 
edemſelves had never dream'd of; and that was, by declaring 
dim to be no Miniſter, becauſe he was ordained by an Exau- 
Qorate Biſhop, The Queſtion about the Validity of his Ordi- 
nation, methinks, would have come in more naturally before 
the Presbytery, it being a Matter of Spiritual Cognizance, but 
theMiniſters were not quite ſo ignorant in Rccleſiaſtical Affairs 
as to call his Ordination in queſtion; they knew that that Ar- 
Fd had no Foundation, and therefore they proceeded a- 


inſt him as a Tranſgreſiby of the Temporal Laws. On = 
Yo . 
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other hand, the Judges, who are the Iaterpreters'of the Law, 
they found no Temporal Law that he had tranſgreſs d, aud 
therefore they proceeded agaiaſt him as an Offender againſt the 
Spiritual Laws. Thus, while the different Judicatories were 
7 him on different Grounds, and for different Reaſons, 
and each of them unfortunately going on the Reaſons which 
they knew leaſt of, on the Grounds which did not ſo properly 
belong to their Cognizance, the Priſoner was detained in Cu-

But, My Lo np, the-Expedient which the Lords of Council 
and Seſſion had recourſe. to, for ſupporting the Sentence ot 
Impriſonment againſt Mr. Greenſhielas, will appear to your 
Lordſhip to be as unreaſonable, as their Practice in going upon 
it was irregular. They pretend, that the Government of the 
Church by Biſhops being aboliſhed by the preſent Laws of Scot- 
land, the Biſhop of Roſs, who ordained Mr. Greenfhields, had 
no Power to confer Holy Orders; and that therefore Mr. 
Greenſbields is no Miniſter, and has no Right to exerciſe the 
Miniſterial Fun&tioun., My Loxp, I think there needs no 
great Strength of Reaſoning to ſhew the Weakneſs of this Ar- 
gument. That Biſhops and Presbyters derive their Spiritual 
Power from the Church, by Impoſition of Hands, and not by 
any Grant from the Civil Magiſtrate, is evident from the Pra- 
dice of all Chriſlian Churches. And this Spiritual Power which 
is oonterred by the Church, can be taken away by no other Au- 
thority but that which gave it. The State, if it is in Oppoſi- 
tion to the Church, may endeavour to binder; the Paſtors of the 
Church from exerciſing their Miniſterial Function, by inflicting 
Puniſhmeats on ſuch as do not comply with their Order ; but 
they cannot diveſt them of their Spiritual Power they cannot 
invalidate the Acts done by virtue of à Power, which is derived 
from God, and not from the Civil Magiſtrate. The Act of Par- 
liameat aboliſhing-Epiſcopacy in Scerfand,. did take away from 
the Biſhops all the Temporalities auneted to their Biſhopricks, 
which they held of the Crown; but it did not pretend to de- 
prive them, neither indeed could it, of their Spiritual Power, 
which they derived from the Church, and wlüch none but the 
Church could take from ** They might expbſe. themſelvet 
2 to 
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to the Penalties of Temporal Laws by exerciſing their Holy 
Function; but ſtill the Miniſterial Acts which- they performed 
were valid, and have been always acknowledged as ſuch by the 
Biſhops of England and Ireland. How many Clergy-men ordai- 
ned by the Biſhops of Scotland ſince their Deprivation, have 
been admitted to Cures in England; and was not Mr. Green- 
ſpield's Ordination approved of by his Grace the Lord Arch- 
biſhop of Armagh, in whoſe Dioceſs he exerciſed the Office of a 
Miniſter for the Space of Twelve Years, | 


But ſhould it be granted, that the Act of Parliament aboliſh- 
ing Epiſcopacy in Scotland, had diveſted the Biſhop of the Spi- 
ritual Character of a Biſhop, which will never be allowed by a- 
ny who know the Difference between Eccleſiaſtical and Secular 
Offices, between Spiritual and Temporal things; yet it was ne- 
ver pretended, that the Biſhops of Scotland, after their Depri- 
vation, might not exerciſe the Office of a Presbyter. And if 
they be but allewed to be Presbyters, that is ſufficient, accor- 
ding to the Tenets of the Presbyterians, to intitle them to or- 
dain other Presbyters. The Presbyterian Miniſters were ſenſible 
of all this, and therefore they did not pretend to find fault 
with Mr. Greenſbields upon the Account of his Ordination. 


| hope by this time your Lordſhip is ſufficiently convinced of 
the Injuſtice and Illegality of all this Proceeding againſt Mr. 
Greenſbieldi. I have proved, that the Presbyterian Miniſters, 
according to the preſent Laws of Scotland, have no manner of 
Authority or juriſdiction over any of the Epiſcopal Communi- 
on, and conſequently that the Sentence of the Presbytery of E- 
dinburgh againft Mr. Greenfhields is null and void. I have ſhewn, 
that the Magiſtrates of Tema by impriſoning Mr. Green- 
ſhields, without convicting him of any Crime, or Breach of any 
Law, are guilty of arbitrary and illegal Practices, totally de- 
{traQive of the Liberty and Freedom of the Subject. And ] 
think I have ſufficiently made it appear, that the Lords of 
Council and Seffion, by refuſing Mr. Greenſbields the Protection 
of the Laws againſt thoſe illegal Practices, have given him but 
too juſt᷑ a Ground to appeal for Juſtice to a higher Tribunal. 


I know, My Loxp, it wil be ſtrongly urged by Mr. Green- 
frield's Adverſaries, that there lies no Appeal in this Matter to 
= | the 
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the Houſe of Peers; that this being an Eccleſiaſtical Cauſe, is 1 
cognizable only in an Eocleſiaſticai Judicatory; that if Mr. Oreen- 7 
ſrields had thought himfelf inj by the Presbytery of Edin- 
burgh, he might have appealed: to a Provincial or General A 
ſembly. But the Anſwer to this is obvious. If no body had 
meddled with Mr. Greenſhields beſides the Presbytery of Edin- 
bureh, your Lordſhips would not have been troubled with any 
Appeal on this Score. Mr. Greenſhields would have continued 
to go on quietly in the Exerciſe of his Miniſtry, notwithſtan- 
ding of their Prohibition to the contrary, knowing that he was 
under the Protection of the Law, and that the Pregbyterian Mi- * 
niſters had no juriſdiction over him. But his chief Complaint 
is againſt the Magiſtrates of Edinburgh, for impriſoning him, it 
is from their Sentence of Impriſonment that he appeals to the 
Lords of Conncil and Seſſion; it was they who were his ad- 
verfe Party in Judgment before that Court of Juſtice; it was 
they who appeared, and who anſwered his Petitiog ; and it is 
they who are now the Party Defendant in the Appeal before the 
Houſe of Lords.
